THE GERMAN 
PROBLEM. 


Preliminary skirmishing in pre- 
paration for the meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers on 
November 25 docs nothing to re- 
lieve the atmosphere of pessimism 
regarding the prospect of Big 
Four agreement on the writing 
vf a German peace treaty. Least 
committal, Mr. Bevin proclaims 
that the mecting offers “almost 
the Inst chance of seeing whether, 
we can achieve the . economic 
unity of Germany and_ whether 
we can get Europe re-construct 
ed." In Frankfurt, it is openly 
advertised that General. Lucius 
Clay has prepared plans for 
‘reating an independent state in 
Western Germany in the event 
of the failure of the Conference. 
On her part, Russia demands 
four-power contrpl_ of the Ruhr 
while offering no hint of a_rea- 
sonable quid pro quo, Within 
the last few days, Mr. Bevin, has 
replicd in Parliament to a series 
of sombre speeches on the future 
of Germany, but the debate did 
no more than establish that while 
there are many — individuals in 
Britain who rightly feel unhappy 
about the shape of. things in Ger- 
taany, there are few who believe 
that British policy should or 
could have taken any course 
tadically different from tie 
course it has taken. The picture 
would be different if Russia had 
taken’ a similar’ view of mutual 
obligation: under ‘the Potsdam 
Agreement as Britain, France 
and the United States. In that 
event, central German — adminis- 
.trative agencies would 
work on the task of rehabilita- 
tion. The country would have 
heen an economic unit. The 
Soviet zone would have been ex- 
chanping”products-with: the other 
vones, of putting its output into 
a common pool of food or raw 
materials from whiclr all. parts 
of Germany would be 
eqnitably supplied. There would 
be a reformed and: stable cur- 
rency.. Traffic and trade would 
be freely crossing -zonal lines. 
Not one of these objectives has 
been achieved.’ ‘There are no 
centralised agencies, no economic 
unity, a discredited currency, and 
the Soviet zone is a private pre- 
serve from which the Russians 
are taking reparations from cur- 
rent production that should be 
going inta, the pool.
